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CHAPTER IT 


INTRODUCTION 


Indiana in:the center of an important area of the United States, 
approximately six hundred miles from either the Gulf of Mexico on the 
South or the Atlantic Ocean on tha east, may be divided into three 
scctios, With the southern edge of the northern moraine and Lake 
region, a line of demarcation is dram betreen the northern and central 
sections of tha state. Another division is effected by the Wisconsin 
glacial boundary line wiich separates the central and southern secticns. 

Northern Indiana still retains to sone extent the original forms 
thet were evident after "continental glaciation in the zene of 
wastage.” With respect to running water some modificatioa has tak 
place. In areas; however, where drainage was obstructed after glaci- 
ation; lakes were formed, chd large regions now avpear es flab; mo~ 
notonous lacustrine plains. Northeastern Indiana becane the site of 
ueny lalces because the noraines were piled high near the headwaters of 
the streens. Due to variable forms of glacial construction a rugged 
topography was frequently in evidences. In recent years, however, the 
area has been leveled through the dsvelopasnt of drainase. An oute 


standing feature of northern Indiaria is its many lakes, though saall 
end usually restricted to the terminal moreines, Then, too; lacustrine 
plains cover large areas which are marked by broad marshes, or rezions 
formerly marehes, broken by low sand ridges or knolls, Consequently, 


this portion of Indiana is "typically a conpound of massive rugged: 


moraines occupied by lakes end broad lacustrins plains .® 
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Moreover, five subdivisions may be made of the northern 


moraine and leke region of Indiana to which georvaphic nanes have 
been applied. Beginning in the nortinvest corner of the state, the 
area extending from soven to fifteen niles more or less south of 
‘Lake Michigan and northeastward a fev miles plonz the shore of the 
Lake covering epproxinately 275 squere miles is know as the Calumet. 
~Bacustrins buchos rs one time it was covered by lake waters; but 
@ -, derived its nanes fron the Calunet River which crosses the Rhea

Hortheestern Indiana waich constitutes the fourth subdivisicn 
has been called the Steuben Horeinel Lake Secbion. It received this 
title because a . county by thet nane in the area conbained Mmoraines 
of both the Saginaw and Erie ice-lobes* as well as many lakes. In order 
to receive some idea of thetopography, the Mississinewa Voraine waich 


extends through nor theastern Wabash, Whitley, eastern Hoble; and western 
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end northern Steuben counties in Indiana may serve as an exanple. 

Since the surface resenbles "a sheet of paper which has been carelessly 
erushed in the hand and then spread out," it may be referred to as 
Scrunpled " Moreover, the roads are as crooked as a cow's path so 

as to avcid the marshes. In every direction, hovever, are steep descents 
and ascents, the handiwork of nature's unusual creation. 

Tne last and enallest area, ebout one hundred trenty square 
miles in Allen County, has received the nane Maumee Lacustrine Section, 
Almost conpletely featureless 3 the lacustrine plain was oce "occupied 
by an ice-danrmaed lake," know as Glacial Lake Maunse; which had its 
outlet near Fort Wayne « 

An interesting view of the Kankakee Lacustrine Section and the 
: Steuben Norainal Lake may be gleaned from the field notes of the sut- 
veyors., Sanucl Goodnovy wao surveyed tovnship 31 nerths range 9 west, 
in the present Newton County, made his lest entry on February 25, 1835;

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On January 5, 1835, Uriah Biggs; stated that only a snall porticn 
of tovmmship 33 north, range 6 west, in Forter County could be cultivated.

Much of the land was 
very heavily tinbered principally with tall large sugar maple treese 
fhe rich black soil averaged from six to eight inches in depth 

Another favorable report was made by Fillian Brookfield on 
January 13, 1829, about tormship 30 north, renze 11 east, in the western 
part of Allen County, He noted that the towmship contained muc’ 
tend and tinber 1° Such an account would undoubtedly serve as an in- 
cu encnt for settlenent. 

E. H. Lytle who surveyed the extreme northeastern portion of

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In- addition to previously mentioned conditions vhich dis- 
courage the rural population was the anvasion of the Tessian fly in 
Penney ie durinz 1836.
